NEW MADRID, Mo., Feb. 6.— 
A thorough inquiry into the barge 
disaster of last Saturday night in 
which 31 WPA levee workers 
were drowned, arousing commun- 
ities in which some of the men 
resided, was assured today by Cor- 
oner L. A, Richards, who will con- 
duct an inquest here Monday. 
Twenty-four bodies have been re- 
covered. and seven men are still 
missing. 

Incensed at reports of negligence 
in failing to provide proper protec- 
tion for levee workmen and alleged 
failure of Army engineers to make 
a prompt and thorough investiga- 
tion’ of the cause of the catastro- 
phe, delegations from nearby towns 
plan to attend the inquest. Some 
will bring fellow townsmen who 
were among those who escaped 
from the icy waters of the flooded 
spillway into which more than 100 
were thrown as the crowded barge 
sank, 

Coroner Richards said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
‘would attempt to determine where 
responsibility for safety of the ftiten 
lay and if reasonable precautions 
had been taken for their protection. 
Col.. Edwin C. Kelton, Army en- 
gineer in charge of WPA workers 
used to strengthen the setback 
levee at the western edge of the 
extensive floodway, had been asked 
to. appear at the inquest or to send 
‘an official. representative, the Cor- 
oner said. At least three or four 
workers who swam to safety would 
be called as witnesses, he added, 
and efforts were being made to ob- 
tain more.

Mitchell, chairman of a committee 
appointed by Chief Justice Hughes 
in 1935 to recommend federal judi- 
cia] procedure reforms, said today 
President Roosevelt's “age formula 
for — judges is absurd and 
unsound. 

“The effect of its application to 
lower courts seems to have been 
missed so far by the critics,” said 
Mitchell, former Attorney-General, 
“because the formula obviously is 
created to camouflage the real ob- 
ject—packing the Supreme Court.” 

He said judges should be ap- 
pointed directly to districts with 
congested calendars and not be 
transferred there . r being ap- 
pointed to districts “where a mnee 
happens to be 70.” 

Carpet-Bagging Judges. 

“It is absurd to appoint a judge to 
a eountry area where he is not 
needed and then move him, say, to 
New York,” said Mitchell. “People 
want judges who ure their neigh- 
bors, not carpet-baggers.” 

Mitchell, listed as a Democrat in 
“Who's Who in America” is a for- 
mer St. Paul, Minn., civic leader, 
who was Solicitor-General under 
President Coolidge and Attorney- 
General under President Hoover. 

Regarding the Supreme Court 
proposals, he said: 

“T wonder what kind of men will 
take appointments when they know 
they. must listen to their master’s 
voice? Like most lawyers, I don’t 
believe in packing the Supreme 
Court.” 

One Point Similar. 

Mitchell said his committee will 

make its recommendations to the 
Supreme Court “in two or three 
months” and that on one point they 
will be similar to the President’s 
proposals.

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GIRL, 18, 1S STABBED 
TO DEATH NEAR HOME 


Body Found in Field. When She 
Failed to Return From 
Wake. 


By the Associated Press. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., Feb..6. — A 
blood-stained pocket knife and a 
thread of torn wool were studied 
tomght as clews to the murderer 
who stabbed 18-year-old Mary Ellen 
Babcock to death and left her body 
in a field last night. The knife 
was pickeé up near the body, and 
the wool fragment was taken from 
one of the young woman's finger- 
nails. 
Another possible clew, police said, 
was a man’s scarf, maroon and 
white, picked up in the field soon 
after the body was discovered at 


noon today. 
Stabbed in the face, neck, chest 


and legs, the body lay in a ditch. 
Two Syear-old boys discovered 
it while they were at play and ran 
home to tell their parents. 

“Miss Babcock was viciously at- 
tacked, apparently by a degener- 
ate,” said Assistant Chief of Detec- 
tives Frank J. McCarthy. Cuts on 
her hands showed how she had 
fought against the man who is 
thought to have met her as she 
walked home from a wake, about 
9 o’clock last night. 

The young woman's own black 
fur coat was bloodstained and torn. 
In one hand she clutched one of 
her gloves. - The other glove and a 
pocketbook lay nearby. 

It-was necessary for her to pass 
the field. on her way .home from 
the wake. The nearest houses are 
about a. block away, and hem own 
home, where she lived with her par- 
ents, was seveh blocks beyond. She 
left home last night about 6:30 
o'clock. She met Helen Jerge, @ 
friend, at the wake. Miss Jerge 
said tonight she and Mary Ellen 
parted company at the wake, and 
Miss Babcock started home. alone. 

Her family kept an all-night vigil. 
At 1 o'clock this afternoon police 
informed the parents the girl had 
been found dead. Medical. Examiner 
Rocco N: DeDominicis said the girl 
had not been criminally attacked,

— The 
Government's air safety conference 
today developed into a dispute over 
whether air lines have forced pilots 


yto fly in unsuitable weather. 


Dave L. Behncke, president of 
the Air Line Pilots’ Association, as- 


the air lines had “pushed” pilots 
into flights. Copies of the affidavits 


Bureau at. the demand of air line 
operators. Earlier requests. to 


his copies were in Chicago. 

There were two affidavits, one 
signed by Mrs. Lorna D. Livermore, 
widow of Pilot Joe Livermore, who 
died in a Northwest. Airlines crash 
Dec. 18, and one by Roy H. Warner, 
a former air line pilot. 

Mrs. Livermore's affidavit said 
the company had given her husband 
the impression he “had to fly any 
weather .. . or lose his job.” 

Warner wrote that the air lines 
had not used Department of Com- 
merce weather facilities on the 
night Livermore and A. A. Haid, bis 
co-pilot, were killed near Kellogg, 
Idaho. He said that during the 
flight “Livermore was ordered to 
fly west right in the teeth of a 
terrific southwest wind.” 

Weather “Within Limit.” 

J. Caroll Cone, assistant director 
of the Air Commerce Bureau, said 
the weather on that flight and on 
an earlier one mentioned by Mrs. 
Livermore was “within the mini- 
mum limitations prescribed by the 
Department of Commerce for a safe 
flight.” 7 

Representative Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington, an onlooker at the con- 
ference, said Northwest Air Lines 
had conducted flights for 10 years 
without a passenger fatality, and 
Representative Costello (Dem.), Cal- 
ifornia, asserted much of the affi- 
davit by Mrs. Livermore appeared 
to be “hearsay.” 

The argument over whether pres- 
sure had been put on pilots came 
after the bureau reported that pi- 
lots’ errors were “primary causes” 
of five recent crashes in’ which 26 
lives were lost. : 

- President Eddie Rickenbacker of 
Eastern Air Lines disagreed that 
Pilot Dick Merrill, trans-Atlantic 
flyer, was responsible for a crash 
near Milford, Pa., Dec. 19, in which 
no lives were lost. 

Favors Board of Review. 

Rickenbacker’s suggestion. that a 
board of réview be created to scru- 
tinize the bureau’s findings and take 
into consideration the views of the 
air lines was accepted by Eugene 
Vidal, bureau director. 

In the controversy, Presidents Ed- 
gar 8S. Gorrell of the Air Transport 
Association, Rickenbacker of East- 
ern Air Lines and C. R. Smith of 
American Air Lines criticised Behn- 
cke for making broad charges of 
pressure on pilots. 

Smith said Behncke had “no right

Lanear, of Nevada, Mo., when a 
ski party .reached her stalled car 
on the Clear Creek grade late last 
night. “We must get food quickly, 
though, especially for the baby.” 

Greatly weakened, Mrs. Lanear 
was able to speak only a few sen- 
tences, : 

“We haven't eaten for three 
days,” »she said. “I had half a 
package of oatmeal mush and a can 
of mustard. When that: was gone 
there was nothing to eat. We got 
water from snow and one day it 
rained and I was able to get a lit- 
tle rain water.” 

She reported her husband left the 
stranded car on foot a week ago to 
summon aid.

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Roosevelt’s Judiciary Plans 
Recalls Hints on “Enlight 
Interpretation of Constitution 


In 1932 He Said G. O. P. Controlled Govern- 
ment, Including Supreme Court—‘Horse and 
Buggy’ Comment on Knockout of NRA.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's revolutionary pro- 


posal yesterday to enlarge the mem- 
bership of the United States Su- 
preme Court which would enable 
him to pack the court, recalled to- 
day that he has repeatedly ted 
that changes in the fun tal 
law of the country could be, ob- 
tained through “enlightened” inter- 
pretation of the Constitution. % 

His most recent expressions on 
this subject were the famous “horse 
and buggy” press conference in 
May, 1935, after the unanimous in- 
validation of the NRA. His letter 
in July, 1935 to Representative Sam 
B. Hill in behalf of the Guffey 
bituminous coal control act, aiso 
invalidated by the court, and his 
remarks on the Constitution in his 
Jan. 5 message to Congress on the 
state of the Union. 

But in the 1932 presidential cam- 
paign, Mr. Roosevelt, then governor 
of New York, in a speech at Balti- 
more frankly intimated that parti- 
san control of the executive and 
legislative branches of the govern- 
ment might be extended to the ju- 
dicial branch. In that speech he 
said: 

“After March 4, 1929, the Repub- 
lican party was in complete con- 
trol of all branches of the govern- 
ment—the legislature, with the Sen- 
ate and Congress and executive de- 
partments, and I may add for full 
measure, to make it complete, the 
United States Supreme Court as 
well.” 

Interpolated Words Raise Storm. 

The reference to the court did 
not appear in the printed advance 
text of his speech. 

The interpolated remark about 
the court immediately aroused a 
storm of criticism from Repub- 
licans, while’ Democrats tried to 
explain it away by saying that the 
speaker had merely echoed a state- 
ment shouted by one of his en- 
thusiastic listeners. 

The late Representative James 
M. Beck of Pennsylvania, who was 
an outstanding Republican de- 
fender of the court, in commenting 
ion the Baltimore speech, said: 

“No statement was ever made 
by any public man since William 
Jennings Bryan, who attacked the 
Supreme Court and was ignomin- 
ously defeated, that is more pre- 
judicial to the integrity of the 
Government in & critical period of 
its existence than that of Gov, 
Roosevelt. The court has never 
been controlled by any political 
party and it saps the foundations 
of our Government to impute to 
thet highest court of the land a 
statement that in spirit or actions 
it is partisan.” 

Before the unanimous NRA de- 
cision, the President refused to an- 
swer questions on possible changes 
in the court. In January, 1935, 
however, a published report that 
he intended to seek legislation en- 
larging the membership of the 
court in the event of an unfavor- 
able decision in the gold clause 
cases, brought forth a disavowal 
at a press conference. 

Ashurst’s Words Recalled. 

On this point, it is interesting to 
mote that after the invalidation of 
the NRA in May, 1935, Chairman 
Ashurst of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which will consider the 
President's present proposal, jeered 
in the Senate at the idea that the 
President would seek enlargement 
of the court. 

“A more ridiculous, absurd and 
unjust criticism of a President 


was never made,” Ashurst declared.. 


At his “horse and buggy” press 
conference, the President declined 
to say or indicate how he expected 
to get “enlightened” interpretations 
from the court or if he favored con- 
stitutional amendments. 

He said the NRA decision, in one 
way, was one of the best things 
that had happened to the country in 
a long time because it clarified the 
situation so that the country could 
see that it was facing a great na- 
tional, non-partisan issue as to 
whether all practicable control of 
economit® and social conditions 
should be left to the states, regard- 
less of whether these conditions 
have any national bearing. 

When he- was asked whether the 
situation could be met other than 
by a constitutional amendment, he 
replied that it seemed best to let 
he country ‘absorb one thing at a 


time. 
A Specific Hint. 

The most specific hint of. what 
the President may have had in 
mind was his statement that the 
whole tendency of the times was to 
view interstate commerce in the

“We have sought and will con- 
tinue to seek to meet these prob- 
lems through legislation within the 
Constitution.” 
“These problems,” referred to 
drouth, dust storms, floods, mini- 
mum wages, maximum hours, child 
labor and working conditions in in- 
dustry, monopoly and unfair busi- 
ness practices which were noted in 
a preceding paragraph. 
The President said yesterday that 
his Jan. 5 message to Congress on 
the state of the Union indicated 
which way his thoughts were turn- 
ing.- This message devoted about 
650 words to the Constitution and 
the courts, and after declaring that 
while the statute of NRA had been 
outlawed, the problems had not and 
were still with us. 

“Enlightened View.” 
Later in this message the Presi- 
dent said that “during the past year 
there has been a growing belief 
that there was little fault to be 
found with the Constitution as it 
stands today.” Then followed the 
words he quoted at his press con- 
ference yesterday, as the key to 
what he had in mind: 

“The vial need is not an altera- 
tion of our fundamental law but an 
increasingly enlightened view with 
reference to it.” 

These words were followed by the 
following significant statements: 

“With a better understanding of 
our purposes, and a more intelligent 
recognition of our needs as a na- 
tion, it is not to be assumed that 
there will be prolonged failure to 
bring legislative and judicial forms 
into closer harmony. 

“Means must be found to adapt 
our legal forms and our judicial in- 
terpretation to the actual present 
national needs of the largest pro- 
gressive democracy in the modern 
world. 

“The judicial, branch also is 
asked by the pé@ople to do its part 
in making democracy successful. 
We do not ask the courts to call 
non-existent powers into being, but 
we have a right to expect that con- 
ceded powers or those legitimately 
implied shall be made effective in- 
struments for the common good.”

HAMILTON FORESEES 
PLEDGE BY JUSTICES 


To Be Committed to Roose- 
velt’s Policies When Appointed, 
G. O. P. Leader Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 6.— 
John D. M. Hamilton, Republican 
national chairman, said tonight 
that President Roosevelt sought to 
enlarge the Supreme Court “so his 
policies may be imposed upon our 
people by Justices tacitly pledged 
to that end before they are ap- 
pointed.” 

In an address to the Amen Cor- 
ner at a hotel, Hamilton said the 
Republican party was .“confronted 
with an immediate task--that of 
questioning” the program pre 
sented Congress yesterday by 
Roosevelt, 

That program, Hamilton argued, 
would destroy “every vestige of the 
hope expressed by Madison that 
this court would ‘he an impene- 
trable bulwark against every as- 
sumption of power in the legisla- 
tive or the executive.’” 

Discussing Republican policies, 
Hamilton suggested that his party 


‘pe the “opposition” party such as 


exists in the British parliamentary 
system. : 

“Every free country, for the se- 
cure perpetuation of its freedom,” 
he argued, “needs both a respon- 
sible Government and an opposition 
that will be valiant and vigorous. 


‘|No substitute for the Republican 


party in that role is visible on the 
horizon of American politics.” 

Turning to the campaign, the 
Republican chairman said he 
thought his party was defeated 
“primarily because of two ingredi- 
ents in the 1936 salad bowl of 
American SB ate trad and 
propaganda.” 

He quoted former President 
Hoover as telling him jin “substance 
as early as April, 1934, that: 

“"By the fall of 1936 we shall 
have a prosperity and whether it 
is real or fictitious will be of little 
political importance.

An illustration frequently quoted 
to show the: independence of the 
judiciary is the opinion delivered 
in 1870 by Chief Justice Salmon P. 
Chase which held partially uncon- 
stitutional the legal tender legisla- 
tion that he had supported while 
Secretary of the Treasury in Lin- 
coln’s cabinet. The ruling was re- 
versed later when two new justices 


were appointed, but Chase was/ 


among the dissenters to the later 
decision. 
Ruled Against Jefferson. 

Another example was the appoint- 
ment of William Johnson, 32-year- 
old. South Carolina Democrat, by 
Jefferson, in 1804, during the con- 
flict Between the executive and 
Chief Justice John Marshall as to 
whether the States or Federal Gov- 
ernment should be supreme. 

Johnson was the first man named 
by Jefferson to the court, which had 
been controlled by Federalists since 
its formation. Yet four years lat- 
er, while serving on the Circuit 
Court, as justices were required to 
do in those days, he became the 
first jurist to interfere with Jef- 
ferson’s embargo policy. 

He declared that the President 
had no right to instruct colléctors 
of customs to detain certain vessels, 
because the law specifically said 
they should be stopped only if the 
collector thought the law was to be 
violated. 

“The officers of our Government, 
from the highest to the lowest, are 
equally subject to legal restraint,” 
the 36-year-old justice said.

vate legal activity, which ended 
when President Wilson called him, 
in 1917, to act as head of a special 
diplomatic mission to Russia, then 
under the short-lived Kerensky gov- 
ernment, 

After .the World War, he took 
part in the fight for American en- 
trance into the League of Nations, 
and endeavored to bring about a 
compromise between the advocates 
of League adherence and its oppon- 
ents, but was blocked by the 
strength of the Lodge-Reed anti- 
ratification forces in the Senate. 

He was named by~ President 
Harding, in.1921, as one of the rep- 
resentatives of the United States in 
the Washington conference on lim- 
itation of -armaments. He led the 
opposition to the permitted use of 
poison gases, ‘and to submarine at- 
tacks on merchant vessels. 

Fought Against Prohibition. 

In the same period, he engaged 
in the fight against the eighteenth 
amendment and the YVolstead Act. 
He made an unsuccessful argument 
before the Supreme Court, that 
Congress had no right to limit the 
alcoholic content of beverages to 
% of 1 per cent. 

Mr. Root helped to organize 
World Court, having been a mem- 
ber of the Intérnational Commis- 
sion of Jurists which, on invitation 
of the Council of the League of 
Nations, reported the plan for that 
court. The proposal was adopted 
in 1921, Age caused him to decline 
a place on its bench after seven 
nations had nominated him for the 
post. 

Many of the ideas embodied in 
the earlier Court of Arbitration at 
The Hague were his. Because of 
his part in this world development, 
he was named in 1910 as a member 
of the arbitration tribunal. | 

When he was 84 years old Presi- 
dent Coolidge called him to a fresh 
activity-in that cause, sending him 
to Geneva to act with leading jur- 
ists of other nations in revising 
the statutes of the court so as to 
meet reservations adopted several 
years before by the United States 
Senate. The result was the Root- 
Hurst formula, the co-author being 
Sir Cecil Hurst of Great Britain. 

That formula, promptly accepted 
by other signatories but lotig de- 
bated in the American Senate, gave 
the United States the right to with- 
draw from the court without preju- 
dice if there was disagreement with 
the American position in objecting 
to a request for an advisory opinion 
from the tribunal, 6n a question in 


terest.

Gang Fighting Tactics 
of Fascist Aviators.

Time Is Chief Factor 

in Repelling Air Raids. 

After the first few encounters, the situa- 
tion sharply changed, The character and the 
result of the battle depended only en the 
timeliness of the arrival of the republican 
aviators. And their arrival depended on the 
timeliness of the call from the observation 
points, upon their vigilance and watchful- 
ness. The republican aviator reduced their 
take-off and arrival at the spot to a record- 
breaking short time. The results are as fol- 
lows: One or two minutes lost, and the junk- 
ers have had time to throw down bombs and 
run off while their destroyer guard runs 
ahead. One or two minutes gained, and the 
‘republican destroyers meet their opponents, 
cut their way and enter upon a fight with 
the Fascists, or rather thrust a fight upon 
them. The Heinckels run away. The observ- 
ers on the Junkers snatch at the button for 
machine guns having. forgotten the one for 
bomb-throwing. The swarm of airplanes 
clears away from Madrid. ‘A hundred human 
lives are saved. The people of Madrid give a 
sigh of relief and gratitude. 


Simultaneous Battles 


at Different Levels. 
Frequently a fight takes place.in several 
stories. On the lower level the republican: pi- 


1 lot presses the Fascist pilot down. He does 


not believe in his loops any more and will 
leave off only after having forced him to 
the ground. Over the Republican plane spin 
three Heinckels. Above them, on _ the 
top floor, is a free-for-all battle between four 
Fascist and four republican airplanes. On 
the result of the battle in the upper layer may 
depend the outcome of the lower encounters. 

In a few words, but with a great deal of 
zest and mirth, the sunburn, weather-beaten, 
strong republican aviators tell a thousand and 
one episodes of their war life. There is no 
boasting among them; but there is confidence 
and the sense of superiority of soldiers who 
have measured their forces with the enemy 
and know now their own worth and that of 
their opponents. 

‘“‘A few days ago our link met five of them,” 
they say. We didn’t turn aside, didn’t gtart 
to look for an angle of attack—we just 
dashed ‘forward. We wanted to find out 
whose nerves were stronger. Well, the Fas- 
cists didn’t pass the test. Half way they dived 
down, and then scattered in all directions. 
It is remarkable to what extent they lack 
any’ sense of solidarity and unity during a 
fight. If one of ours is off his guard for a 
second, they attack him. in a flock and choke 
him. But when they are attacked, each fol- 
lows the principle run for your life. On the 
other hand, when we see that one of our boys 
is in trouble, we give up everything and we 
wouldn’t leave until we had got him safe.” 


Beating Off the Enemy 
to Save Slow Plane. 

The pilot Navarro with two groups of 
planes accompanied the republican plane Po- 
tez which went out to take photos of enemy 
positions. Suddenly came unexpected firing 
from the rear. Wight destroyers stole up on 
the republicans from behind and immediately 
attacked them.

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| || Fight € Over Child 
‘Labor Amendment 
- Grows More Intense 


Sa Led by Prenidesr Bowes: 
velt, Appear Determined ‘on 
Ratification, While Opponents

T HE constitutional storm which has had 


its center off and on for nearly 13 years 

in the proposed Child Labor Amendment 
has broken out again, this time with perhaps 
greater intensity than ever before. Led by 
President Roosevelt, sponsors of the amend- 
ment, which would be the twenty-second to 
the Constitution, appear determined to ob- 
tain its ratification during the current meet- 
ing of the State Legislatures. Its opponents 
are equally determined to prevent adoption. . 

4 chain of recent events, all occurring 
within a few days of one another, has brought 
the issue back to the news columns. First, 
the President sent a letter to the Gover- 
nors and, Governors-elect of 19 states urg- 
ing them to press for ratification. Next, Her- 
bert Hoover issued a public statement saying 
that “the President is right’ and otherwise 
joining in support of the amendment. 
Recent Ratification. 

Then came ratification by Kentucky, the 
first State to approve the amendment in 1937 
and the twenty-fifth to do so since the 
amendment’s submission in 1924. Soon after 
favorable action in Kentucky, Nevada rati- 
fied to lift the total number of favorable ac- 
tions to 26. More recently, the New York 
Senate approved the amendment by a vote 
of 38 to 12. This was the first time the 
amendment resolution was ever before the 
New York Senate; previously it had been 
killed in committee. 

About the time Kentucky ratified, Alf M. 
Landon,. late. Republican presidential candi- 
date, who had previously indorsed the 
amendment and called for its ratification by 
Kansas; urged the enactment of a Federal 
law which would bar the shipment of 
products made by child labor into states 
that: prohibit the exploitation of children in 
industry. Recommending ratification by Mis- 
souri, Senator Bennett Champ Clark, in a 
telegram to Gov. Stark, said he “regretted 
that Missouri is not already in the front rank 
of humanitarianism and progress.” 

The opposition swung into action with @ 
counter-appeal to the same 19 Governors 
from a special committee of the American 
Bar Association, appointed several years ago 
to work against ratification. Following close 
on this came a letter from Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, president of Columbia University, 
which raised the question whether the 
amendment would be valid even if the ton- 
stitutional majority of 36 ratifications was 
obtained. 


Missouri a Battleground. 

Missouri is one of the states which has 
been set aside for battleground. The Presi- 
dent’s ‘letter went ‘to Gov. Stark, as did that 
of Dr. Butler. ‘While Gov. Stark has not de 
clared against the amendment, he has written 
President Roosevelt that he does not think it 
will be ratified in this State. He favors, 
the adoption of the bill introduced by Senator 
Mike Kinney of St. Louis to bar importation 
by Missouri of products manufactured with 
child labor. A resolution seeking ratifica- 
tion by Missouri is before the Legislature, 
however. Introduced by Representative Em. 
met Searcy of Shannon County, it has been 
indorsed by the Missouri League of Women

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Child Labor Amendment

stipulated that ratification -had to 
be achieved in seven years if they 
were to become a part of the Con- 
stitution. 

These opponents of the amend- 
ment also take the view that it 
should no longer be considered 


pending because of its rejection at. 


one time or another by more than 
enough states to block ratification 
if none of them reversed its stand. 
In his. letter to the Governors, Dr. 
Butler said that in no fewer than 
42 of the 48 states the amendment 
had failed, several of them having 
defeated ratification, three, four 
and even five times. 
Stand Taken by Backers. 


The amendment’s backers have 
answers to both these objections. 
They say that’ its gare in Con- 
gress deliberately left a time clause 
out of the amendment because they 
expected that ratification would be 
a long process. 

They see a difference between the 
four unratified amendments which 
Justice Van Devanter, speaking for 
the court, said could no longer be 
considered pending—two submitted 
in 1789, one in 1810 and one in 1861 
—and the child labor amendment 
submitted as recently as 1924 and 
now approved by more than half 
the states. 

History of Movement. 

The movement for a Federal law 
to limit or regulate child labor, for 
which the amendment would serve 
as an enabling act, goes back a 
quarter of a century to the “New 
Freedom” of Woodrow Wilson. Two 
Federal child labor laws were de- 
clared unconstitutional during the 
Wilson administrations. 

The first Federal act was intro- 
duced in 1915 by.two Democrats, 
former Senator Robert L. Owen of 
Oklahoma, drafter of the Federal 
Reserve Act, and former Repre- 
sentative Edward Keating of Cole- 
rado, now editor of Labor, official 
weekly newspaper of 15 railroad 
labor organizations. 

Barring the shipment in inter- 
state or foreign commerce of goods 
produced in mines, quarries, facto- 
ries, mills, canneries or workshops 
in which children were employed 
in violation of age and hour stand- 
ards, this law was passed in 1916 
and became effective in 1917. 

Enforcement Short-Lived. 

Challenged in the name of the 
father of two children working in 
a North Carolina cotton mill, the 
law was declared unconstitutional 
after only 285 days of operation, in 
the historic 5-to-4 decision of Ham- 
mer vs. Dagenhart (247 U. 8S. 251), 
handed down June 3, 1918. The divi- 
sion in the Supreme Court was not 
only close but sharp. Justice Day, 
who spoke as well for Chief Justice 
White and Justices Pitney, Van 
Devanter and McReynolds, held 
that the law was an undue exten- 
sion of the power to regulate inter- 
state commerce. This view was 
vigorously ‘opposed by Justices 
Holmes, Brandeis, Clarke and Mc- 
Kenna.

no laws governing the employment 
of children of 16 and 17 years. of 
age in hazardous industries.” 


Objections to New Bill. 


This condition is at the bottom 
of the contention of the amend- 
ment's backers that a Federal law, 
such as that proposed in the new 
Clark-Connery bill, will not be suf- 
ficient. This bill would bar the ship- 
ment of products made with child 
labor into states forbidding the ex- 
ploitation of children in industry. 
The fundamental idea.of the plan 
is to penalize states which do not 
protect thildren by restricting the 
sale of their products. : 

The flaw in this, according to 
Charles C. Burlingham, a leader of 
the New York bar and chairman of 
the non-partisan committee for the 
ratification of the amendment, is 
the difficulty of labeling child labor 
goods and of obtaining adequate

“T am convinced,” he told me, 
“that if the Government had not 
undertaken a campaign against 
unemployment the country’ would 
still have been in a condition of 
crisis. Its aim was to distribute 
incomes more widely, and so to, 
increase purchasing power. Since 
the beginning of the crisis the 
state has spent nearly 1,000,000,- 
000 kronor (more than $300,000,- 
000) on assisting public schemes 
and private concerns. 

“Now there is little’ unemploy- 
ment, about 25,000, chiefly inthe 
timber industry, as a. result mainly 
of great rationalization. Though 
there are still unsatisfactory 
areas, the Government will con- 
tinue its efforts until even these 
isles of unemployment disappear.” 

On the subject of nationaliza- 
tion the Prime Minister first enu- 
merated the number of state en- 
terprises to illustrate the extent 
of its scope before he took office. 
He then carefully emphasized 
‘that in all its enterprises the 
state’s chief object was fiscal. 

“There also exist many con- 
cerns in which the state and pri- 
vate enterprise work together in 
co-operation. For example, the 
state owns half the shares in 
some iron mines in the extreme 
north, and has the right to take 
the whole of them if it wishes.” 

When I asked him what he 
thought of such intermediate po- 
sitions and whether they repre- 
sented an ideal middle way  be- 
tween capitalism and Socialism, 
the Prime Minister replied: 

“They are compromises and are 
not, therefore, final solutions. For 
the future the state will‘have to 
consider an increase in the or- 
ganized control of its connections 
with private owners, and will have 
to expand its share. But these 
changes will occur in the natural 
course of events. My Government 
will not force private enterprises 
to become state institutions. 
There will have to exist economic 
reasons before any change is 
made, 

Concerning Nationalization. 

Nationalization will not. come 
on any theoretical ground of 
principle. My program is. one 
of social reform for the present 
rather than socialization. Our 
aim is above all to obtain a better 
life for the people in safety and 
security by whatever means these 
things may be obtained. 

“Liberal and Conservatives also 
agree that the state must take a 
greater part in industrial organi- 
zation, though they perhaps wish 
this to be done by slower stages. 
An English work, “The Next Five 
Years,’ seems to me to represent 
a happy compromise for that pe- 
riod of time in Sweden. In eco- 
nomic life there must always be 
change and development. 

“I find that I can work as Prime 
Minister with Conservatives and 
Socialists, who have the common 
interests of the whole nation at 
heart. In this sense I believe that 
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How, then, did the present state 
enterprises come into existence if 
‘they do not represent the beginning 
of a slow but steady process of na- 
tionalization? 

The answer is to be found in an 
examination of the geography of 
Sweden. It is a vast country, near- 
ly the size of Germany, but inhab- 
ited by only 6,000,000. people, whose 
forefathers lived on the coastal 
areas for the most part and began 
to occupy the interior only in re- 
cent times. Until late in the last 
century Sweden was still undergo- 
ing a process of internal coloniza- 
tion. The great iron. ore deposits 
in the province of Vasterbotten 
were discovered only at a much 
later period, ‘within the last 20 
years, 

The opening up of so much of the 
interior of Sweden in recent times 
has coincided with the generally 
developed conception of the duties 
of the state and with a more -fixed 
sense of property rights. It is sig- 
nificant that nearly all the state 
forests are in the north, where col- 
onization has been most recent. Al- 
though 38 per cent of the timber 
area is in public lands, this accounts 
| for only 15 per cent of its value. 


State Power Piants. 


Again, in the case of the state 
power plants, their establishment 
has arisen from developing a 
natural legacy. The Royal Board 
of Waterfalls has its origin in the 
age-long rights of the crown to 
fishing interests in the waters, 
which in turn gave it control over 
much of the water power now used 
to generate electricity. Even s0, 
the state is responsible for only one- 
third of the total power production 
of the country. Today there exists 
that curious feature of the distribu- 
tion of electricity known as the 
Swedish system, in which the state, 
communal authorities, and private 
concerns are combined for certain 
requirements. - 

Naturally from the possession of 
much electric power and certain 
land rights it has been the task 
of the Government to develop the 
railways, which have opened up 
the country. But the only impor- 
tant instances of definite efforts 
to acquire state control at the ex- 
pense of private interests have 
been in the establishment of state 
monopolies of liquor and tobacco. 
In the first case the motive was 
social and moral, in the second it 
was fiscal. The tobacco monopoly 
arose from the desire of the con- 
servative government during the 
war to find the money with which 
to start a scheme of old-age pen- 
sions. 

Whatever the program of na- 
tionalization which may still have 
survived on the program of the 
Social Democratic party, in prac- 
tice it has tried to increase state 
ownership in only two directions.

efficiency of Swedish industry, its 
adaptability, and its capacity to 
pay high wages, owing to great 
rationalization, appeared to have 
justified its present ownership in 
the eyes of most Swedes. 

An increasing harmony is no- 
ticeable in the relations between 
Mr. Lindberg, 
the president of the Federation of 
Trade Unions, mentioned as a 
proof of this that wage agree- 
ments were renewed last autumn 
without the usual advance notice 
of termination. The strength of 
the labor unions helped to keep 
up wages during the crisis, and 
during the last four years there 
has been a rise of 6 per cent in 
the already high standard of real 
wages, though this applies much 
more to the home consumption 
industries than to those in the 
export trade. 

Curbing Boom Tendency. 

Aft present Swedish industrialists 
are endeavoring to check the de- 
velopment of boom conditions. 
They have avoided expanding 
their factories on advances from 
the banks, and those who were 
almost in the hands of the bank- 
ers during the crisis have paid off 
their overdrafts and liquidated 
their debts before declaring divi- 
dends. The 8S. K. F. has even ar- 
ranged to pay off some of its Swed- 
ish shareholders this year out of 
its record profits. 

Swedes point out that their con- 
servative policy of building up re- 
serves rather than declaring high 
dividends has not led to the great 
appreciation in their shares which 
has taken place in those of similar 
British firms. Even in 1929 only 
77 per cent of the profits of in- 
dustry were distributed in divi- 
dends, whereas in 1932 the propore 
tion was 90 per cent. Moreover, 
speculation has been largely 
checked by the Bank Act of June, 
1933, which severely curtails the 
right of the private banks to lend 
against shares. For instance, no 
advance may be made against the 
shares of a company which deals 
in shares. 

Little Formal ; 

Apart from the attempts to 
keep their position as liquid as 
possible and from the check on 
speculation, there is little formal 
planning in Swedish industry. No 
attempt has been made to regulate 
an industry after’ the fashion of 
the Spindles Board in the cotton 
trade of England, nor is the loca- 
tion of industry in certain areas 
on social grounds apparently con- 
tem plated. 

But the results of some form of 
reorganization and reintegration 
of industry are desired. For exam- 
ple, in a report the Unemployment 
Commission stressed the need for 
co-ordination between various au- 
thorities, and _ criticiser, for in- 
stance, the mistake of isolating 
tariff policy from that of the 
Riksbank. 

There has thus grown up a de- 
sire to establish a State institute 
for business and industrial re- 
search; 1937 will see this desire ful- 
filled. The institute will render 
available to all the significance of 
various trends, such as the fact 
that Sweden’s timber exports must 
fail by a third within the next 
five years. Whether the dissemi- 
nation of authoritative informa- 
tion will lead to the conscious 
Planning of Swedish industry is 
difficult to predict.

HARACTERS not unfamiliar to 

readers of modern farm fiction 

are found in this prize-winning 
novel. A father with a fanatical 
desire to acquire land, an unscru- 
pulous favorite son, a weak son, an 
artistic son, a daughter who falls 
from grace, and a patient, care- 
worn mother are all portrayed.

The characters speak in a pic- 
turesque German dialect skillfully 
handled by the author, who shows 
@ comprehensive knowledge of her 
background and a keen insight into 
the problenis of these strange peo- 
ple. Moreover, she has e talent for 
creating scenes of sustained dramat- 
ic power. When’ Moses calls his 
daughter to confess her sins and 
pronounces judgment upon her; 
when, bursting with anger and 
guided by the parable of the talents, 
he tries to persuade a neighbor to 
gell a coveted plot of land, there 
is electric tension in every  sen- 
tence. Each situation is built 
around the figure of Moses. His 
children are driven by fear of his 
wrath; his neighbors quake under 
the scourge of his tongue and bow 
to the power of his wealth.

tire bill will be about $15 in- 1937, 
or less than 8 per cent of a car own- 
er’s expenditure for tires 30 years 
ago, according to a survey made re- 
cently by the B. F. Goodrich Co., 
Akron, O. 
‘ In 1907, Goodrich statistics show, 
the average owner of an auto re- 
quired at least five new tires an- 
nually to keep his car in running 
order, and average tire mileage was 
only about 3000 miles. A tire and 
tube cost approximately $44 per 
wheel in those days, so a motorist’s 
yearly outlay for rubber was more 
than $200. 

Due to improvements in tire qual- 
ity, the owner of a modern auto will 
need only 1.3 tires for his car this 
year, the Goodrich estimates show. 


Auto-Buying Habits 
Changed, Nash Finds 


Buying habits of American mo- 
torists definitely have been changed 
by the fall announcement of new 
models, C. H. Bliss, vice-president 
and director of sales of Nash, said 
yesterday. 

“When sales rose sharply in the 
final quarter in 1935, ma@nufacturers 
still were not convinced as to the 
trend,” Bliss said, because the fall 
announcement idea was new and 
many buyers might have been at- 
tracted by that point alone.

CHICAGO, Feb. 6—Home mort- 


gage loans of savings, building and 
loan associations throughout the 


country in 1936, aggregated $1,200,- 
211,000, the United States Building 
and Loan League reported today. 

This volume was almost double 
that of 1935 and was the largest for 
any year since 1930. ° 

The total of this type of lending 
in 1935 was $641,540,000; in 1934, 


$462,800,000; in 1933, $435,000,000; in 
1932, $530,000,000; in 1931, $900,000,- 
000, and in 1930, $1,300,000,000. 

Of the 1936 volume, estimated 
new construction loans totaled 
$318,197,000, compared with $125,- 
000,000 in 1935. Repair and mod- 
ernization loans were $83,587,000 
against $65,000,000 the previous 
year, and home purchase loans to- 
tale $352,244,000 against _$142,- 
000,000. 

Morton Bodfish,. éxecutive vice- 
president of the league, estimated 
more than half a million families 

obtained home 'mortgage money in 
this manner.. Indicating that con- 
tinued improvement might be ex- 
pected, he said even the ‘normally 
slack winter months in building 
and remodeling did not check the 
expanding volume of residential 
property credit. 

December loans totaled 5 per cent 
Jarger than in November and 32 
per cent ahead of December, 1935. 

Refinancing loans in 1936, total- 
ing 301,618,000, constituted 25 per 
cent of the total volume. Bodfish 
said, however, that this type of 
lending ceased to be as important 
as it has been in the previous three 
or four years.

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Garden Amateur

Gardening on Paper When 
Wintry Winds Blow Means 
Less Effort When Season 
Opens. 


Wintry winds may whistle and 
sleet bombard the wihdow panes, 
but February is the month when 
the arm chair and fireside gardener 
becomes active. We defy anyone to 
resist the lure of those beautifully 


colored and illustrated books, the 
‘seed catalogues! Even though your 
garden may go on year after year 
with the same homely flowers, there 
is a great deal of pleasure in con- 
templating a change. 

The arrival of the seed catalog is 
the first sign of spring for the gar- 
derier. Although the garden may be 
covered with snow, and the soil as 
immovable as rock, the sun - has 
ceased declining, and every day fa- 
vors us with a few more minutes of 
daylight—what better sign of spring! 

This early interest is not all wish- 
ful thinking on the part of the gar- 
dener and the seedsmen, for garden- 
ing is a serious. hobby or duty, as 
the case may »e, and demands con- 
tinued thought on the part of anyone 
who will practice it with compe~ 
tence. 

. . . 

These early weeks when inclem- 
ent weather keeps us indoors should 
be devoted to fireside gardening, or 
planning for the spring and summer 
show of color. What mistakes did 
we make last year? How will we 
correct them this year? Was that 
border of bright marigolds too tall? 
Wouldn't sweet alyssum be better 
as a trim for the front yard plant- 
ing of flowers? These are the ques 
tions we should ask ourselves in 
January.

Frame of House Must — 
Be Well Braced 


After the foundation the next 
most important part of the frame 
house is the frame itself. I[f this 
is not properly built of dry lumber 
and well braced to take up all the 
stresses and strains that it will be 
called upon to withstand, plaster 
will crack, floors will creak, win- 
dows and doors will stick, and oth- 
er annoying and costly faults will 
develop.

The first member of this frame to 
be erected is the sill—the piece that 
is placed on top of the foundation 
wall—and as the balance of the 
frame starts from this, its impor- 
tance can well be realized. There 
are different types of sills, each 
having its advantages, but no mat- 
ter what type is used the bed on 
which it rests must be as level and 
as solid as it is possible to make it. 

There are always irregularities in 
the top surface of the foundation 
wall that must be filled to sive the 
sill a solid, even bed, and to over- 
come these a layer of cement 1 .or- 
tar should be placed on top of the

The house shown here was built 
in Southern Missouri. It was de- 
signed with a view toward an ef- 
ficient, livable plan, together with 
a picturesque exterior. It is of 
frame construction faced with 10- 
inch clapboards which emphasize 
its horizontal lines and make it 
spread comfortably in its green set- 
ting.

“The datennean to the house is 
through a distinctive recessed door- 
way which has a colonial pediment 
and pilasters. The octagonal recep- 
tion hall is one of the unusual fea- 


tures of the house. The ceiling here 
is a high arch whose central por- 


tion rises to a height of 11 feet) 


above the floor. The walls are cov- 
ered with knotty pine to a height 
of eight feet. They are topped with 
a cornice behind which is placed in- 
direct lighting equipment. There is 
an éffective play of light and shade 
upon the arched ceiling, a bit unique 
in a house of this size. 


HE living room which is 
T dropped one step below the rest 

of the house opens off the left 
of the reception hall. It is a room 
of pleasing dimensions and con- 
tains excellent wall spaces for larg- 
er pieces of furniture. There is a 
fine colonial mantle and a bay win- 
dow of ample proportions. French 
doors at one side of the fireplace 
give access to a screened porch 
which may be used in summer for 
living and dining purposes. 


A touch of the modern has been 
given the dining room by the ef- 
fective use of corner windows. Wall 
spaces are thus made available for 
furniture grouping. 

There is a small passageway at 
the back of the reception. hall 
which gives access to the kitchen, 
the bedrooms and bath and stair- 
way to the basement. By isolating 
the bedrooms in this way, complete 
privacy is assured and the small 
noises attendant upon entertaining 
and the preparation and serving of 
meals are almost entirely elim- 
inated. | 

The kitchen is small, but arranged 
for greatest convenience and step- 
saving, A covered passageway from 
the rear entry leads to the garage. 


The bédrooms are of ample size 
ahd have been planned to allow at 
least three or four positions for 
beds. Each bedroom has two expo- 
sures and there is ample closet 
space. 

The house is completely insulated 
and is heated with a winter air-con- 
ditioning system. It contains ap- 
proximately 25,000 cubic feet and the 
cost, at the present price level in 
St.Louis, is figured at 28 cents per 
cubic foot. The house was planned 
by Fred C. Sternberg, who is a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects.

Q. I would like to. know if a brick 
house with 12-inch walis is warmer 
in winter and cooler in summer 
than a frame house of double con- 
struction and insulated throughout 
with same size rooms and same 
ceiling height. MRS. C. H. 
| A. An insulated frame house such 
as you describe will naturally be 
warmer than a brick house that is 
not ingulated. Insulation requires 
a certain amount of dead air space

These requirements are psycho- 
logical; therefore they must be han- 
died psychologically, through an 
junderstanding of the workings of 
the human mind and ‘the applica- 
tion of an important law, the law 
of the positive image. 

We have all heard a great deal 
about the positive image, but few 
of us really understand what it 
means—that pictures and pictures 
alone reach the subconscious.

This is not half as difficult as it

of him and how to do it; he feels 
successful and growing when he 
not only knows that he pleases 
those for whom hé works but that 
his work is really good; his need 
for a goal is fulfilled when he feels 


that he is serving a master worthy. 
of himself, for whom it is an honor 


to do his best. Adequate pay and 
civilized comforts may. be taken 
for granted’ in the present-day 
American home. 

The point which we homemakers 
of today need to consider and 
remedy is the way in which we 
have allowed ourselves to think and 
speak in negative terms. Take for 


instarice the phrase: “Never let 
dishes lie about like this.” Our in- 
tention may be to tell Bridget to 
keep the kitchen clear and neat, but 
what we have actually done by this 
careless choice of words is build 
the picture of the very thing we 
wanted to eliminate—an -untidy 
kitchen, 

Bridget may.answer with all the 
good will in the world: “Yes, 
Madam, I’m sorry,” but as long as 
that picture of unwashed dishes 
remaing in her subconacious, she will 
automatically forget and leave them 
lying about in spite of herself. 


If we scold: “You must not leave 
the dishes about—I won’t have the 
kitchen: looking like this,” all that 
we accomplish is to make the pic- 
ture of what we do not want more 
vivid, and therefore more powerful. 
The only way we can ever nee € 
neat kitchen again will be fé *re- 
place this negative image by an 
equally vivid positive one of a 
spick-and-span, orderly kitchen. 

Our chief task is to learn to 
speak always and without excep- 
tion in words that will accurately 


portray what we want: “TI like my 
kitchen clear. of dishes right after 
breakfast, the sink gleaming white 
and the floor so you could eat off 
it.”

Tae first flower of the Ozarks is

ruary sky, if we go out into our Mis- 
souri hills and wander along some 
of her small rocky creeks we will 
come upon this first blossom of the 
season, the vernal witch-hazel, This 


sycamores 


large shrub may have gone unno- 


ticed most. of the year, yet when 
winter’s icy breath warns all plant 
life to lay low, the vernal witch-ha- 
zel defies the message and bursts 
into bloom. The only truly winter- 
blooming shrub in this northern lat- 
itude, it holds the stage alone and 
goes through its unusual antics un- 
seen and practically unknown. It is 
distinctly an Ozark shrub found 
wild nowhere else in the world and 
because of its close resemblance to 
the commonly known autumn- 
blooming witch-hazel, hammamelis 
virginiana, it has only been recog- 
nized as a distinct species since 1911. 


Dr. Edgar Anderson, of the Mis- 
souri Botanical Garden, in his effort 
to make this shrub more widely 
known and appreciated, has wrijtten 
several interesting articles about it, 
which have appeared in the bulle- 
tins of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den and the Arnold Arboretum. .~ 


The flower buds of the vernal 
witch-hazel are formed in late sum- 
mer and cling to the branches like 
small drooping brown balis. Late 
in January or early February, when 
& warm day comes along, these buds 
split open, showing a red lining 
from which four yellow streamers 
unfold, giving the flowers, in their 
close clusters, the appearance of 
shaggy stars. 


If the day is too cold these little 
petals do not entirely unfold, but 
roll themselves back at. night to 
come out again when the sun warms 
them up. For weeks they have their 
fun rolling and unrolling with the 
changes in weather, some of the 
flowers showing yellow streamers, 
while others may be orange or even 
dull red. 


Their fragrance is indescribably 
sweet, a combination of the heavy 
perfume of the ‘pear blossom with 
the spicy scent of garden pinks. 
In the woods this fragrance  be- 
trays its hiding place and is really 
more conspicuous than the flowers, 
as the dead leaves have a way of 
hanging on to the shrub to form a 
tawny background into which the 


flowers too often merge and: go@ 


unnoticed. But when the irregular 
branches, carrying their burden of 
bloom, are gathered and the dead 
leaves stripped away, they make a 
very effective decoration when ar- 
ranged in a large copper or pottery 
container, and one which will per- 


‘meate the house with fragrance for 


days. 


The seeds take a full year to de- 
velop from the flowers of the year 
before*and have an unusual and 
interesting habit of distributing 
themselves. The pods have two

150 pounds needs about two ounces

“Jane Eyre” is well known to stu- 
dents of literature. One of three 
sisters who became novelists, .she 
had a childhood and education par- 
alleling Jane’s and was employed 
for a time as governess. When she 
dedicated “Jane Eyre” to William 
Makepeace Thackeray, gossips as- 
sumed he was Mr. Rochester, al- 
though Miss Bronte actually had 
never met him, 

Her frank declaration of woman's 
love, allowing her heroine virtually 
to propose to Mr. Rochester, was in 
outspoken violation of manners of 
the time. Reviewers did not mince 
words. “If we ascribe the book to 
& woman at all” (Miss Bronte wrote 
it under the name of “Currer Bell’), 
said one commentator, “we have no 
alternative but to ascribe it to one 
who has, for some sufficient reason, 
long forfeited the society of her 
own sex.” The author was not one 
to remain quiet. In a preface to the 
second edition, “Currer Bell” came 
back with a fiery attack on “the 
timorous and carping few who doubt 
the tendency of such books.” The 
novel’s popularity increased and it 
became one of the first documents 
of the feminist movement.

KSD Auxiliary 
Station Heard 
Across Atlantic 


a eee 


HE first authenticated report of 

reception on the other side of 

the Atlantic Ocean of W9XPD, 
KSD’s ultra short-wave auxiliary 
station, which broadcasts daily on 
31.6 megacycles, was received here 
the past week. It came from J. M. 
R. Studholme, 50 Finborough road, 
London, England, who wrote list- 
ing network programs that he 
heard W9XPD broadcasting Sunday 
morning, Dec. 27. Studholme said 
‘that he used an 18tube American- 
made set and a 50-foot semi-vertical, 
single-wire aerial. 


W9XPD is being received consist- 
ently in California, and quite often 
in British Columbia, reports from 
listeners. in those regions indicate. 
This despite the fact that stations 
such as W9XPD have local range 
of only 20 to 30 miles from the 
transmitters. Apparently the radi- 
ations from W9XPD drive steadily 
upward from the transmitter at a 
slight angle, so that they get sous 
the reach of aerials a few miles be- 
yond the St. Louis city line. Indica- 
tions also are that they are not bent 
downward in the Kenneally-Heavi- 
side layer in the atmosphere until 
they reach a point where deflection 


causes them to impinge on the earth 


for the first time at distances of 
2000 miles and farther from this 
city. 

However, W9XPD and other sta- 


tions using the ultra high frequen- 


cies are designed with this limita- 
tion on their use in mind. They 
are purely for covering metropoli- 
tan areas. “But they do broadcast 
programs with exceptionally fine 
quality and relative freedom from 
the effects of local static. 


At first there were only a few ex- 
pensive radio sets that could be 
tuned to W9XPD. Now, however, 
there are a number of moderately 
priced sets on which it can be 
tuned in. 

W9XPD broadcasts all the WEAF 
network programs Sunday mornings 
when KSD is off the air because of 


time sharing. [It also broadcasts vir- 


tually all of KSD’s programs. at 
other times, and is generally broad- 
casting whenever KSD must go off 
the air between 8 a. m. and 11 p. m.

Plan for Labor Station. 

N EFFORT is being made by 

the Westinghouse Co., owner of 

KDKA, PittsBurgh; WBZ, Bos- 
ton, and WBZA, Springfield, Mass., 
and other interests to work out a 
plan satisfactory to the FCC for 
giving organized labor the cleared 
channel that it “has been deter- 
minedly demanding.

Trene- Chapellut was enthusiastic 
about music as well as flying and fiy- 
ors. As a matter of fact she was pro- 
fessionally trained as a pianist, fre- 


_Quented musical affairs and appeared 
regularly at the homes of concert 
“goers. It was at such a home that she 
first met Mare Schmeder, a wealthy 


Belgian industrialist. The meeting oc- 
curred within a year of her fiance’s 
death. By this time Irene had liga- 
tured the sorrow of her loss and was 
facing the future bravely, trying to 
forget Deschamps’ death. She had 
taken a little studio in the Avenue La 
Bourdonnais and was making a living 
by giving music lessons. 


LTHOUGH. he was a -married 
man and his wife was considered 
beautiful, in a statuesque sort of 
way, Mare Schmeder, the industrialist, 
very quickly made obvious his attach- 
ment to Irene Chapellut by frequently 
calling on her at her little studio. The 
friendship between them persisted 
over a period of several years and in 
1928 resulted in a divorce. It was all 
done. .quietly and without animus, so 
far as anyone outside the Schmeder’s 
immediate circle of friends was able to 
discover. But the divorce was very 
quickly followed by Mare Schmeder’s 
marriage to Irene Chapellut. : 
For the little music teacher this 
match meant a very sudden change in 
circumstances. Schmeder was not 
only wealthy, but socially well off. 
His wife was able to go in for dia- 
monds and furs and the most elegant 
parties in Paris. What was more im- 
portant. to her, she was able to go in 
for flying and she flew to her heart's 
content. She took out a pilot’s license 
in. 1932 and was soon deep in the in- 
tricacies of stunt flying. How could 
her generous, kindly husband foresee 
that this would lead to such complica- 
tions as those which recently resulted 
in .international headlines featuring 
Irene Schmeder and Pierre !’Allemant. 
Pierre l'Allemant was the young 
lady’s instructor in stunting. Al- 
though he-is not yet 28 (and thus 
couldn’t have been much past 23 years 
old when the lessons began) he was 
already at that time regarded as one 
of the most remarkable aeronautical 
acrobats in France, and a promising 
aeronautical engineer. Several out- 
standing stunt fiyers including two 
officers in the Air Corps have been his 
pupils. The young pilot was a ro- 
mantic sort. He was decidedly well 
favored. His manners were winning 


and cultivated. He was 5 ematiy aware 
of hie influence over women. 

During almost three years tere 

l’Allemant preserved a a perfectly im- 
personal attitude while instructing 
young Mme, Sechmeder. He recognized 
the danger implicit in their constant 
proximity, not only being unwilling to 
compromise himself with M. Schmed- 
er’s wife, but realizing that his strict- 
ly orthodox family would never permit 
him to marry a divorcee even if M. 
Schmeder willingly removed himself 
from the picture by allowing Irene to 
divorce him. Possibly the very aloof- 
néss he assumed to keep her at a dis- 
tance constituted one of |l’Allemant’s 
charms in her eyes. The more cool 
and professional he tried to de, the 
more infatuated she became. 

Obviously there are certain intimate 
details of this master-disciple relation- 
ship which no one will ever learn. It 
is known, however, that Mme. Schmed- 
er made no attempt to conceal her 
passion for l’Allemant from her hus- 
band. 

It should be pointed out at this 
stage in the story that Mare Schmeder 
wasn't a pathetic, wizened old man un- 
able to hold a young wife’s love. He 
was about 40, and by no means an an- 
tique. Irene was less than nine years 
his junior. 

In spite of this, when, about six 
months ago; she told him that she and 
l’Allemant were in love, explained 
how much the young flyer meant to 
her future happiness and said she 
could not bring herself to continue a 
clandestine affair under his nose, M.

CHMBEDER not only permitted her 
to file suit for divorce at a time 
when he was still very much in 
love with her, but he seems to have 
made a generous voluntary settlement 
on her.

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Abstract Arrangements of Crystals Found on the 
Bottom of Shallow Pools in Unusually Cold Weather.

tion to nature and 
artistry has begun to 
gain him an interna- 
tional reputation, 
responsible for the 
accompanying photo- 
graphs of “frost 
flowers that grow 
unter water.” He is Adolph W. 
Dreyer of. 2706 South Fifty-ninth 
street, in the past a regular contrib- 
utor to the Post-Dispatch’e rotogra- 
vure page for amateurs. The set of 
pictures reproduced here depicts a 
natural phenomenon seldom observed 
and perhaps never before made the 
subject of photographs—though Drey- 
er makes no priority claims. They 
show the ornate bas-reliefs formed by 
crystals that freeze not on the sur- 
face but on the bottom of poole dur- 
ing very cold weather. 

“Nature as a designer,” Dreyer 
writes, ‘‘is always original and has an 
inexhaustible source of patterns to 
work from. Whether this be in the 
shaping of a blade of grass, &A- giant 
tree or the most delicate flower, the re- 
sult is always the same—grace and 
symmetry. This is especially true 
when she works with ice. Window 
frost ofttimes assumes fantastic and 
‘beautiful shapes, while sndwflakes 
are a never-ending delight. They may 
be observed for hours at a tinie with- 
out the discovery of two flakes alike.’’ 

While most observers will be struck 
by the seeming formality of the de- 


signs shown here and their resem- 


blance to certain baroque or Oriental 
leaf patterns, Dreyer is impressed 
by the fact that nature must love them 
very much herself. The care with 
which they are hidden from men 
proves to him that she is very jeal- 
ous of them. Not until a heavy sheet 
of ice has formed over the surface of 
the pool or stream where they’re 


found do these fantastic crystals be-. 


gin to grow. Prolonged and intense 
cold is required before ice forms un- 
der water, and the crystallization of 


‘these figures takes place more slowly 


than that which goes on at the sur- 
face. Liquid water continues to cir- 
culate between the two layers and 
both this and the sheet on top must be 
removed before one can make such 
photographs as these. 

Although Dreyer has found nothing 
in. the encyclopedias and only rare 
mention of the phenomenon in text 
books, he explains that “the sub- 
aqueous retention of ground ice, which 
forms under certain circumstances at 


the bottom of streams or pools, is due 


to the cohesion between it and the 


stones and rocks which compose the 


bed of same.” That is to say, if lib- 
erated from the bitter cold stream bed 


to which they ¢ling, these flowers 


would immediately float. As it is, 


they begin as long, needle-like crys- 


tals, sharply defined against the back- 
ground. As the cold continues, they 
spread out and broaden, gradually fill- 
ing the spaces between them until the 
entire bottom is covered by a continu- 
ous sheet and the patterns have dis- 
appeared. :

apparently haphasard manner, assume, 
as they grow, compositions of geomet- 
ric proportion, of straight lines in- 
tersecting and crossing one another, 
of converging lines in fan shapes.

Soon after this incident, Miss Smed- 
ley became interested in the case of 
Sacco and Vanzetti and served on the 
committee for their defense. She also 
met Margaret Sanger and became in-

Agnes Smedley lived in Berlin till 
1928. She wrote many articles about 
the new German writers and artists 
under the German Republic. She told 
of the terrible poverty of the German 
masses in 1922-23 and wondered what 
inflation would all lead.to. In 1928 
she described with great enthusiasm 
the Red Front Fighters of Germany, 
ah organization of 200,000 men, 30,- 
000 women and 60,000 young people, 
presided over by Ernst Thaelmann, 
who is now in a concentration camp.
